And here pee ſhall note the thinges moft 
behouefall to a diligent marchant, Whereof 
the firſt and pꝛincipall is money oꝛ other ſub 
ſtance as ſayth the Phyloſopher , Vnum ali- 
quid neceſſarium eſt (| abſtantia ſine cuius 
ſuffragio male poteſt mercator ſe excercere. 
That is to ſape, Subſtance is a neceCarie 
thing. without the helpe whereof a marchant 
can euill exerciſe him ſelfe, And though there 
be many pong men bare and naked of wozld- 
ly ſubſtance in their beginning, vet notwith- 
ſtanding by their god fidelitie and credance 
faithfully obſerued and kept, they haue at⸗ 
tapned vnto great and many feates, and at 
length they haue come vnto great riches, as 
appeareth both in theſe parties and in many 
other. God Loꝛd what a great and commens 
dable thing is, the out warde fayth oꝛ pꝛomiſe 
of a marchaunt that is iuſt in dealing, the 
which in time paſt bath bene incomparable, 
In ſo much, that their othes in confirming the 
trueth, in great common weales were made 
in this maner: Per fidem bonæ & fidelis mer- 
catoris, which is to ſay : By the faith of a 
god faithfull marchant. Foz without fayth 
and fidelitte betwixt man and man, it is not

what by land, what in time of peace and plen⸗ 
tie, and what in time of warre and penurie, 
in ſickneſſe and in health. In all ſuch caſuall 
times it is behouefull to fake god and diligent 


aduiſement, foꝛ martes, fapꝛes, markets that 
bene vſed no we in one countrie, nowe in an 


other. And foz all ſuch conſiderations a pꝛu⸗ 
dent marchant may bee reſembled to a cocke 
Which amongſt all foules waketh and watch- 
eth beſt, as well in winter as in ſommer. 
Furthermoze, a marchant way be applied 
vnto Argus, which as Poetes ſhewe, had a 
hundꝛeth eyes, ſo ſhoulde a marchaunt be cir-

Mo2zconer 
an other Poete moucth vs to diligent labozs, 
ſaping, that Mars the god of battaile neuer 
graunteth victoꝛie to ſuch as nouriſheth them 
ſcife in llouth and idleneſſe And Sapience en- 
fozmeth vs to learne of the Emmet, in this 
wiſe, ſaying; Vade ad formicam,&c. 

All theſc b2tefe notes J haue alleadged fo 
moue and ſtirre a marchant to diligence, to 
the intent his daily buſineCe ſhoulde not bee 
thought to him tedious and ſpecially in wei- 
ting of ſuch thinges as dailp happeneth, as 
alter warde moze clearely at large ſhall ap- 
peare. 
And here is ſpecially aboue all thinges to 
be noted, that you take God alwayes befo2v 
Pour eyes, daily remembzing firſt of all to 
ſerue him, knowing that your pꝛapers vnto 
almightie God, neuer letteth pour labour no: 
tourney, cc. |

The Rule of one Falſe 
Poſition, 


T He Rule of falſe poſitions are ſo called, 

not that any vntruethes are furtheredoz 
taught by the ſame, but that by a number ſup 
poſed, though farre from trueth, the ſame ſup 
poſed number taken at all aduenture , by ths 
ayde of the Rule of thꝛte, it teacheth how to 
finde thoſe true numbers that you ſceke foz, 
Is fo2 example. 


Item deliuered to a Marchant a cerfaine "1 
ſumme of money, foz the terme of flue peare, 1 
to haue foz the lone of it after the rate of ten 
pound in the hund ed, fo a peare. And at the

Now to continue this wooꝛke, and to finde 
the true number, you muſt multiplie croſſe- 
wapes the firſt poſition Co. by 20. and it ma- 
keth, 1200.

Nowe | 
becauſe the errozs are vnlike , that is to wit. 
the one too much and the other too little there 
foze (accoꝛding to the tenoz of the Rule) J 
add theſe two pꝛoducts together, which make 
2700, fo my deuidend.

Which two bookes J haue toned together

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Countreimen. Not doubting but ſuch as haus 
(with any delight) thus karre trauelled in 
this bziefe treatiſe of Arithmetick , in whole 
numbers: but that hereby they ſhall haue a 
light, eaũilie to paſſe into bzoken numbers, foz 
the wozk in bꝛoken nũbers is much moze ſpee 
delie done then in whole. As moſt ofthe queſti 
ons in this Uolume , might haue beene farre 
ſooner wzought vp by the ayde of whole and 
bꝛoken together than they be now. But J 
haue herein alwaies dꝛiuen my remapners 
(02 bꝛoken partes) into whole numbers, of 
purpoſe, foz the apde of young Learners.
